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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1 ,25-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bennett et al (5,213,098) in view of Alferness (5,531 ,768). 

See previous office action.

The remarks made by applicant have been considered, however the above 
rejections are still deemed to be proper. In column 4 of Bennett it is stated that 'either 
or both the stress placed on the cardiac muscle and the cardiac output performance 
affected by PESP may be selectively monitored... to control the ratio of paired and 
triggered stimulation. ..in order to control or balance stress and/or performance.' Thus, 
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either stress or performance can be measured, both need not be. Further, Bennett 
indicates that performance can be sensed from a sensor indicating systemic or 
pulmonary blood flow. Column 13 also teaches 'PESP effects provide beneficial 
increases in cardiac output that can be effectively modulated by the sensor output 
signal... to avoid angina..'. Column 15 teaches that blood flow can be monitored to 
'control the ratio of paired and coupled pacing to total pacing'. Column 18 teaches, at 
line 60, that CP! optimization can also operate without CSI checking. It is considered to 
be normal operation of the Bennett device to provide PESP therapy to the patient when 
the sensor indicates it is needed, regardless of whether stress is placed on the heart. 
Further, normal operation of Bennett also calls for adjusting the therapy when indicated 
by a blood flow sensor. Myocardial ischemia is simply considered to be a noted 
reduction in blood flow that the device of Bennett would sense, and would alter therapy 
accordingly to optimize the heart function by increasing cardiac output, blood flow and 
even reducing such affects as angina. The patent to Alferness is simply used to 
explicitly show an ischemia detector. One could substitute, or add, a ischemia detector 
to the device of Bennett and the resulting combination would be predictable in its 
functionality.
